A cursory glance at history recalls 
that the American Halloween is at 
least partially derived from the Eu- 
ropean practice of giant -bonfires on 
one long midsummer evening each

According to excellent authority 
cited, in Frazier's "The Golden 
Bough," Halloween customs are di- 
rectly related to practices of the 
Druids In pre-Christian Ireland and 
Scotland and there is more scanty 
connection with the Roman Harvest 
festivals of Pomona. 

From the religious standpoint, 
Halloween is an outgrowth of Hal- 
lowmass or All Saints Day No. 1 
which is observed by the Catholic 
and Anglican churches. This feast 
day was instituted during the dark 
ages of civilization by Pope Gregory 
HI and Gregory IV. 

Halloween became established in 
the United States during the last 
half of the 19th century probably 
gaining popularity through the great 
Irish immigration after 1840. 

Pranks and mischief 'became a 
common adjunct of the celebration. 
The "Encyclopedia Britanica" whim- 
sically reports, "In rural areas, 
fences were built across roads, 
wagons placed on top of barns, gates 
removed, outbuildings overturned, 
and farm animals hidden. 

"In cities and towns, 'spooks' 
placed porch furniture on top of 
telephone poles, overturned garbage 
cans, opened water faucets, and 
soaped windows in houses and 
stores."

burdens, the Idea, of further expenditure is Im- 
mediately repugnant. 

But the forest preserve referendum outlines 
a-badly^needed service at bargain prices.. 

The tax levy allowed for- such a district Is 
.025 per cent of the total assessed real estate 
value in the county. 

In illustrative terms this js a tax of $2.50 
for a house assessed in value at $10,000. 

According to the predicted 1 960^ assessed 
real estate value in Lake County of one billion 
dollars, the County Board could raise $250,000 
a year through a maximum levy. 

Actually, most counties which have preserve 
districts ask only a portion of the maximum pos- 
sible levy. 

With the money which is collected, unde- 
veloped land of natural beauty wilt be purchased 
for conservation in a rapidly growing business and 
industrial region. 

The land can be developed as a place of 
interest and relaxation in-/the coming years, but 
it must be purchased in the near future before 
the cost becomes extravagant. 

The County Board of Supervisors has prom- 
ised to place the administration of the forest pre-
